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Says Jewish Education Fails Children’s Needs 





Hillel Director Sees College Youth 
As Seeking Escape, Intermarriage 


DETROIT (P-O) —A vast in- 
crease in intermarriage on the 
college campus, and a growing 
evidence of the desire to inter- 
marry among young Jews was 
reported to the Midwest Region 
of the National Council of Jew- 
ish Education here. 


According to the Jewish News 
here, Pekarsky, Hillel director 
at the University of Chicago, 
warned the meeting that uni- 
versity students are flirting with 
escapism from Judaism. He urged 
that serious consideration be 
given to the problem. 

Asserting that there is a lack 
of the sense of our great tradi- 


tion, Pekarsky. declared that “We 


have reduced our great tradition 
to something parochial.” 

He told the educators that 
teaching Hebrew alone is not suf- 
ficient, and made the blunt as- 
sertion that “Jewish education 
does not touch the fundamental 
concern of children.” 

He explained this accusation by 
reminding the meeting that many 
of the students “have a warm 
Jewish feeling but are lacking in 
conviction. They desire to rema‘n 
Jews but they have no conviction, 
no commitment, no knowledge 
about Judaism.” 

The speaker quoted numerous 
Surveys to show the lack of 
knowledge of the Jewish students 
about the Bible, Jewish holidays 
and other Jewish knowledge.

2 Rabbis See 
Man of Year Award 
As Degrading 


NEW YORK (P-O)—Objection 
to “Man of the Year” and “Lead- 
ing Citizens” awards was voiced 
this month by two leading 
Northern rabbis. 

RABBI MORRIS ADLER of 


Congregation Shaarey Zedek, 
Detroit, writing in Congress 
Weekly, and Rabbi Louis M 


Levinsky of Oheb Shalom Con- 
gregation, South Orange, N. J., 
both denounced the awards on 
several counts. 

Rabbi Levinsky noted _ that 
Eugene Pulliam, publisher of 
the Indianapolis Star and News. 
had received a “Man of the 
Year” award several years ago 
from the Indianapolis lodge of 
B’nai B'rith. Pulliam “began a 
violent anti-Israel campaign” 
during his recent trip to the 
Near East and demanded “an 
investigation of the tax-free 
status of the UJA,” he added. 


RABBI ADLER, on the other 
hand, declared that “we have 
vulgarized our community life 
by the promiscuous and flippant 
way in which we have broadcast 
awards. 

“The conferring of a deserved 
honor is a reflection of a com- 
munity’s outlook ang maturity. 
and is a spur to emulation by 
others. But nothing is cheaper 
in our organized Jewish activ- 
ities than ‘honor.’ It honors 
neither the man receiving the 
tribute, nor the community be- 
stowing it.” 

AMERICAN JEWRY is now 
at the point, he concluded, 
“when we are incapable of rec- 
cgnizing the man truly worthy 
of public commendation or of 
devising a tribute appropriate 
to him.”

JERUSALEM (P-0)— 
There is only one Jew, albeit 
a wealthy one, among the 40 
million people in Nigeria. 

This fact was learned when 
Dr. Henry Shoskes, overseas 
director of the Hebrew Im- 
migrant Aid Society, return- 
ed from a trip to Kano, cap- 
itol of Nigeria. : 

The lone Jew observes all 
Jewish holidays and puts on 
his tephillin daily, but his 
two children are being rear- 
ed as Christians by their 
Arab-Christian mother, Dr. 
Shoskes reported. 

Dr. Shoskes came to Kano 
from Liberia where he was 
awarded the Order of the 
Commander of the Cross of 
the Star of Africa. This 
award was made by Presi- 
dent Tubman for his work 
in founding a co-operative 
bank for the Nigerians. The 
award was founded original- 
ly as an honor to mission- 
aries for “spreading Chris- 
tian civilization in Africa,”

The American Jewish League 
Against Communism, which has 
not been heard from in several 
years, woke up to criticize the 
American Jewish Committee for 
“waiting” upon Mikoyan, dining 
with him and then having them- 
selves photographed with the 
Russian Deputy Premier. 


“WHAT WOULD we have said 
if such a committee wined and 
dined Adolph Hitler or Dr. Al- 
fred Rosenberg and any other 
Nazi?” asked Rabbi Benjamin 
Schultz, the League’s secretary. 
He also asked if there was any 
difference between Russian: and 
Nazi anti-Semitism. 

A possible clue to the Com- 
mittee’s “coup” came when The 
POST and OPINION learned 
that Phil Klutznick, president of 
the B’nai B'rith, asked the State 
Department if it was OK to 
meet with Mikoyan on Jewish 
problems in Russia. Washing- 
ton is said to have given the 
Bnai Brith leader the green 
light. 


BUT THE POST and OPIN- 
ION learned also that a num- 
ber of Senators who had made 
inquiries from Mikoyan about 
Russian anti-Semitism suggested 
when he denieqd any such aims 
on the part of his government 
that he ought to meet with a 
group from the American Jew- 
ish Committee. The Senators 
advised Mikoyan to clear up the 
matter with the ommittee. 

Klutznick told The POST and 
OPINION that every Jewish or- 
ganization has the right to do 
The B'nai 
E’rith, he said, does whatever is 
best for them. He said his or- 
ganization prefers to co-operate 
with other Jewish organizations. 
This was his only indication 
that he thought it might have 
been preferable for a represent- 
ative group of American Jews 
to meet with Mikoyan rather 
than only one of many national 
Jewish organizations. 


IN A SPEECH delivered in 
Charlotte, N. C., at the 80th an- 
niversary of the lodge in that 
city, Klutznick took the view 
that Mikoyan’s U_ S. visit indi- 
cated Russia’s desire to find 
favor in the eyes of the world. 
This attitude, he said, assures 
Russian Jewry with physical se- 
curity for the time being. 

Klutznick said he felt that an 
anti-Jewish policy on the part 
of the Kremlin at this time 
would cost the Russians all the 
good will they are trying to 
gather in the eyes of world 
opinion.

Does Israeli Press Act ‘free’? 


By MOSHE KOHN 

JERUSALEM (P-O) — George 
Bernard Shaw once held a Sha- 
vian conversation with a British 
noblewoman. 

“Woulq you,” he asked her, 
“commit an indiscretion with 
me for one million pounds?” 

She thought for a space, then 
answered coyly: “I might.” 

“Would you,” Shaw pressed, 
“do so for 10 pounds?” 

She drew herself up and said: 

“What sort of woman do you 
take me to be?” 

“Milady,” shawed Shaw, “we 
have already established that. 
Now we are merely discussing 
the price.” 

Protestations of “Freedom of 
the Press!” on the part of much 
of the Israeli press must be 
taken with the same grain of 
shaw. 


FOR ONE THING, most of 
Israel’s newspapers are the of- 
ficial or semi-official organs of 
the various parties — or of the 
government, if they are pub- 
lished by coalition parties and 
when these parties deign to ac- 
cept coalition discipline. These 
newspapers will, therefore, rare. 
ly cry “Freedom!” except when, 
for example, the prime minister 
or minister of defense chooses 
to “leak” some bit of informa- 


SO IT IS LARGELY the ini- 
tiative of opposition and inde- 
pendent journalists, and perhaps 
some of the mavericks who 
have been fatally contaminated 
by Anglo-Saxon notions of free- 
dom of the press, that the Is- 
raeli press corps recently boy- 
cotted the Knesset. Well, sort 
of. They would not sit in the 
Knesset press box till the Knes- 
set rescinded its order banning 
them from the Knesset restau- 
rant. where they might enjoy 
free intercourse with their fav- 
orite informants among the 
members of Knesset. So one of 
the two daily Knesset sessions 
was boycotted completely, and 
for the other session Knesset r2- 
porters were to be found in the 
press room listening to the pro- 
ceedings through the loudspeak 
er. (Foreign correspondents, 
subjected to the further indig- 
nity of sitting in a press box 
near the ceiling and enclosed by 
glass—to prevent their spitting 
or throwing bombs onto the 
Knesset fioor—are maintaining 
a full boycott till the glass is 
removed.) 

Now there is a month’s truce 
—a trial period of some sort— 
during which full coverage has 
been resumed, and the Israeli 
newspaper reader is once more

pected of maintaining a house 
of ill fame in Haifa. And the 
press does not like to be told by 
a mere attorney general that it 
is not living up to its respon. 
sibility, that it really is not ful- 
filling the role that a democratic 
society expects of it. 

As to the “Old Man” — one 
sometimes suspects that some 
of his villification of the press 
is done with a twinkle in his 
eye, that he does it for the sake 
of a tussle which he seems to 
relish in the way, perhaps, that 
ex-President Truman did. 

HE HAS, however, given suf- 
ficient indication that he truly 
detests the notion of a _ free 
press which is going to tell him. 
veteran Zionist from Plonsky, 
savior of his people, what to do. 

This attitude is true of much 
of Israeli officialdom, partly be- 
cause of the totalitarian heri- 
tage it brought with it from its 
largely Eastern European orig- 
ins, partly because it is still 
driving the British out of Pales- 
tine, fighting an underground 
battle against a hostile world 
which would reveal its secrets 
and question its motives. It 
does not want a free press; it 
wants a house organ. which 
would print official communi 
aues, which would loyally repeat 
all the official slogans without 
daring to question their valid- 
ity or the validity of the meth- 
ods of their implementation. But 
perhaps even B-G would not so 
viciously taunt the Israeli press 
if instead of whining so much 
it made a greater effort to live 
up to its own pretensions. 

And the Israeli press is full 
of pretensions, full of moraliz- 
ing, self-justification, exposure 
of the other fellow’s sins. 

THE ONLY THING in which 
it may be said to be deficient is 
first-rate, honest, competitive 
journalism. 

To official slogans it merelv 
opposes slogans of its cwn. It 
scarcely makes an effort to be 
an organ of public opinion—ex- 
cept for some of the “letters” 
columns’ which receive com 
plaints from citizens against 
public bodies ang try to get and 
print the excuses of these bodies 
or some action on the com- 
plaints. But it rarely initiates 
action, serving by and large as 
the loudspeaker for the belly- 
aches and spiritual agonies of 
the various publishers.

‘Bell, Book and Candle’ Treat With Tricks, Spells, Magic

If witchery in Salem was any- 
thing like the “Bell, Book and 
Candle* brand in Manhattan 
these days, the Pilgrims’ crystal 
ball was tuned out when they 
dunked, debunked and debauched 
the kin of Kim 
Novak, Jack 
Lemmon and 
Elsa Lanches- 
ter. Sister, bro- 
ther and aunt— 
they are as en- 
gaging a trio of 
sorcerers as 
Hollywood has 
conjured up. 

Properly 





Gale 
speaking, Lemmon is a warlock; 
the others are the witches. 

In this splendid potion of non- 
sense Columbia has brewed from 


John Van Druten’s play, they 
concoct a delightful flim-flam 
about the bewildered heads of 
James Stewart, Janice Rule, and 
assorted members of the civil- 
ized world. 

THE BREW is spiced by Her- 
mione Gingold as a kind of 
witches’ mother superior, Ernie 
Kovacs as a witch hunter com- 
pletely out of this world, and a 
grogeous hunk of Siamese cat 
with improbable blue eyes as 
Miss Novak’s familiar (a demon 
gorgeous hunk of Siamese cat 
supposed to respond to the call 
of its mistress). 

The film, in color, is showing 
at the Odeon and Fine Arts the- 
aters. 

Miss Novak operates a curio 
shop specializing in African 
masks and other weird memora- 
bilia. Her aunt, a pixillated en- 
chantress, and James Stewart, a 
publisher about to be wed to Miss 
Rule, a chi-chi viper, live in the 
same building. 

ELSEWHERE in the city may 
be found the Club Zodiac, a place 
for “le jazz hot” and _ other 
witches, the queen of which is 
Miss Gingold, a droll troll in a 
wig of outlandish red, as well as 
warlock Lemmon, who causes 





street lights to turn green just 
for the hell of it. 

Bored Miss Novak wishes to 
meet someone new and accord- 
ingly is confronted with Mr. 
Stewart who wants to use her 
telephone, since his is out of 
order. (It has been hexed in a 
fit of pique by Miss Lanchester.) 
Miss Novak, knowing that deep- 
er feelings are not for the likes 
of her, nevertheless enthralls the 
book publisher, and love with its 
complications follows. 

AS IF THE comedy were not 
already in good hands, in from 
Mexico drops Ernie Kovacs, auth- 
or of a successful book on witch- 
hunting south of the border. He 
and Lemmon figure out a scheme 
to write a book telling all, but 
Miss Novak, now emotionally em- 
meshed with her publisher, casts 
a spell over the project. 

Lemmon decides to get even, 
and when witches fall out angels 
should rush in. They do, but we'll 
let you find out for yourselves. 

MR. KOVACS, who below the 
neck is sartorially impeccable, 
above seems like an unmade bed, 
has a tentative style of acting 
where words are hardly neces- 
sary, and the merest gesture con- 
veys everything. He wears an ex- 
pression of intermixed pain and 
joy, and throughout gives the 
impression of a man emerging 
from an all-night smoker in 
search of a mouth wash. He is 
delightful. 


Miss Lanchester is so expert 
at this sort of thing that a mo- 
ment’s relaxation by her col- 


leagues, and poof! the scene is 
hers. Mr. Lemmon proves his ver- 


satility by skimming along the 
surface of a role that calls for 
just that. Miss Novak is visual 
and provocative, and there seems 
to be no need here for more. Mr. 
Stewart is boyish and lanky still, 
graying hair to the contrary, and 
his perpetual astonishment is 
comic, 

The picture is well-paced, and 
beautifully composed and colored 
for the camera. It is a treat for 
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the eyes, with tricks and spells 
and magic happening all the time. 

When the wonder of love at 
last pales the shades, one is pre- 
pared to ring the bell, open the 
book and light the candle all over 
again. 


PLAY CHOICE 
BEGAN ‘THE 
FAILURES’ 


There is fondness in this de- 
partment for the Fourth Street 
Theatre, where five years ago 
young David Ross came out of 
the Midwest to produce and di- 
rect a series of incandescent 
productions of “The Dybbuk,” 
“Uncle Vanya,” “Three Sisters,” 
“The Cherry Orchard,” and “The 
Sea Gull.” 

THE OBLONG room with the 
square platform in the center 
was far from an tnwarm setting. 
Ross’ genuine gift for casting 
with the best imaginable tal- 
ent for the parts created a 
glow that matched the lights 
for the heat of inspiration. 

Came three more plays, a 
season’s hiatus during which 
Ross taught acting but did not 
mount a production, and now 
H. R. Lenormand’s “The Fail- 
ures,” with Albert Salmi and 
Peggy McCay, which opened 
last week. 

FIRST PRODUCED in 1923 
by the Theatre Guild with a 
notable cast, “The Failures” 
drew from one New York critic 
the following observation: “A 
notable achievement, technically 
expert in handling a new and 
highly effective technique, pro- 
feundly human in feeling.” 

The same critic in his review 
last week still liked the play. 
but now it seemed “as a whole. 
soft and diffuse. The hardness 
and bite seem to have disap- 
peared.” Perhaps, he said, this 
was because ‘we are more fa- 
miliar now with Lenormand’s 
psychoanalytical point of view 
than audiences were jn 1923.” 

“THE FAILURES” is a story 
of the poverty and degradation 
ot an unsuccessful, but work 
ing, wife who eventually ac- 
cepts lovers in order to support 
her husband and herself, 

AS IN THE CASE of “Abie’s 
Trish Rose,” which one hopes at 
last has been laiq to rest, “The 
Failures” is a dated play. One 
has the notion that in the orig- 
inal French, directed with deep- 
er sensitivity than Ross brought 
to bear, “The Failures” might 
still have exerted historical in- 
terest.

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IMPORT OF RUMANIA 
OPENING DOORS FOR JEWS 


The emphasis in the current flood of Rumanian immi- 
gration cannot be other than on the need for funds with 
which to transport, house and otherwise establish these 
newcomers as’a producing element in the Israeli society. 

But the important realization is something else al- 
together. , 

When Polish Jews began to show up at Israel’s doors 
less than two years ago, at a time when there was no 
hope for escape for Jews from behind the Iron Curtain, 
this was called a miracle. 

No one expected the Gomulka regime to let her Jews 
go—and in fact currently Jews are again being bottled 
wp in Poland. 

NOW THE 250,000 Jews of Rumania seem free to go. 

This is the important action—not the need for funds 
with which to save them. 

Observers are amazed, because whereas Israel has been 
pleading with Rumania to relent to the extent of permit- 
ting the old people with families in Israel to be united 
with them, the Jews now coming out of Rumania are 
young people, artisans, scientists, professional men, doc- 
tors and skilled laborers. 

A country in the process of being built up needs this 
kind of manpower desperately. 

This then is the important thing for American Jewry 
to remember. 

AN OPPORTUNITY to save Rumanian Jewry is mir- 
aculously offered. Whether the Rumanian government, or 
for that matter the Soviet government, will move to stop 
this emigration at any one point no one knows. 

What we do know is that with funds Jews can be 
saved from behind the Iron Curtain. 


WHO'LL TRY IT? 


Charles Roth, executive editor of The POST and 
OPINION, once almost persuaded a national agency on 
whose board he served that it should refuse any contri- 
butions without getting prior commitment to the agency’s 
program. 

Since the agency was a religious one, this meant such 
a radical departure that it is worth reviewing here, not 
because the concept has any chance of winning approval 
or being adopted or being implemented, but because it 
might serve to show us how far we have strayed in the 
U. S. Jewish community from some of the elemental as- 
pects of traditional Jewish life. 

As it is now, one of the evils which plague many 
synagogues, especially in the smaller communities, is that 
of dual membership. A family belongs to both the Reform 
and the Orthodox congregations. Under Mr. Roth’s pro- 
posal, these applicants would no doubt be refused mem- 

bership in either congregation. 


AGAIN NO ONE would be permitted to contribute 
to the Combined Campaign for the Hebrew Union College- 
Jewish Institute of Religion and the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations unless he fulfilled faithfully the 
Reform precept of attending services regularly. 


The first to suffer under this kind of high principle. 


would be our religious organizations. But the Zionist 
bodies too would be rejecting perhaps 99 per cent of their 
members. 

The do-good organizations in Jewish life would have 
the least problems, for everyone is for virtue and against 
vice, except where it concerns their own lives. 


SO YOU CAN see the kind of revolution such a pre- 
cept would inflict on the U. S. Jewish community. 

Those well-to-do Jews who now make handsome con- 
tributions to the annual U. S. campaign of the Histadrut 
would first have to show that in their businesses they 
support and foster labor unions, otherwise they would be 
giving money without commitment to the principles of 
the organization which they were supporting. 

So if Mr. Roth’s high principle were implemented 
what would happen? 

At first there would be scepticism but eventually there 
would be the kind of acceptance that would rid the U. S. 
Jewish community of all its sham and hypocrisy and begin 
to lay the foundations for the creative, positive U. S. 
Jewish community of the future. 

Why not try it in your congregation—one of you 
new young rabbis? 
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Those who read and listen in the Jewish 
community may get the erroneous impression 
that all is lost and that American Jewry and 
American Judaism are in their last throes as 
far as anything really valid is concerned. 

YOU PICK up any synagogue bulletin or 
any Anglo-Jewish publication, whether a Jew- 
ish newspaper or a Jewish magazine, and you 
would get the feeling—if you were a man from 
Mars—that this community of Jews is really 
taking the downroad at a cumulative pace 
which will soon find it losing all its values 
in headlong flights to nowhere. 

But the truth of the matter is somewhere 
else, as has been pointed out often enough on 
this page. 

Jews are thrashing about in all directions, 
sometimes achieving valuable goals, and more 
often achieving only ‘lost motion, although 
even the motion itself is far more preferable 
than .the lethargy of twenty and thirty years 
ago. 

ONLY A philosopher with a keen insight 
can find much of good in the American Jew- 
ish community. 

Every visitor to these shores returns home 
—Jon Kimche was the latest—with bizarre 
Stories of Jewish life in America that are ac- 
curate on the surface but entirely inaccurate 
when someone seeks to use them as facts on 
which to draw generalizations. 

And when we say only a philosopher can 
find good in American Jewry, we must say 
at the same time, that a philosophy of Judaism 
in the American environment is the greatest 
need of the moment. 

UNFORTUNATELY one just doesn’t set 
down and say if this is the need, then I’ll 
formulate such a philosophy. It’s not like a 
creative artist writing a book or a poem or 
a play. It has to be something that is born 


of the experience and the insight and the 
feeling of a great mind. 

That great mind is lacking in the Ameri- 
can Jewish community. 

THOSE WHO might now.have been giv- 
ing us this philosophy, men like Solomon 
Goldman, or Milton Steinberg are dead, lost 
to us at an untimely age. Maybe Rabbi Abba 
Hillel Silver or Rabbi Solomon B. Freehof 
or Mordecai Kaplan could do the job, but as 
long as they are not doing the job we must 
say that they aren’t capable of doing it. 

Perhaps when such a philosophy is born, 
there won’t be that dread fear of setting up 
a minimum guide for American Jewry which 
has prevented any efforts in this direction, 
Most people will concede that there is a grop- 
ing in the Jewish community for some kind 
of understanding of a commitment which will 
provide a guide for them as American Jews. 
But to provide an answer for these people, 
this is considered as great a sin almost as 
conversion to Christianity. 

NO ONE CAN be dogmatic about it, and 
our thought in this piece is that such a guide 
without first a philosophy will be meaning- 
less and without a heart or any cohesiveness, 
It will be merely a set of rules, and this 
alone will suffice, not for the profound but 
only for the unthinking. 

A philosopher doesn’t spring out full 
blown like the Greek deity from the head of 
Juno. There must be a fertile ground for 
such a growth, and this takes time to pre- 
pare. 

SO WHAT we're doing here is to put 
first things first, so there’ll be some path at 
least which might be clear enough so that 
there is an understanding of why there are 
all these oddities in Jewish life and why it 
would be a mistake to despair therefore. 





Why A Jewish Missionary Movement Leaves Me Cold

There seems to be a half-concerted cry 
from some rabbinic and lay circles for the 
launching of a movement to proselytize the 
goyim. Some of my colleagues justify the 


movement on the grounds that normative 
Judaism has always believed in winning con- 
verts; that the Pharisees, for 
instance, encompassed land 
and sea to win a heathen for 
the faith of Israel. They point 
to Helene of Adiabene and 
Flavius Clemens, to Aquilla- 
Onkelos, as but a few of the 
noblemen who preferred Ju- 
daism to the other religions 
of their time and place. They 
point to the Khazars as an 
Rabbi Weinstein example of a whole people 
who turned to Judaism. 

NOW THAT the laws making proselytizing 
a capital offense have been removed, there 
should be nothing in the way of a restoration 
of the old Pharisaic zeal. As one rabbi put it, 
“Even if we gain few converts, the fact that 
we have the courage to sell Judaism to the 
goyim will make it more attractive to Jews.” 
This is a rare hitching together of the Ma 
Yafit (how beautiful) psychology to the market 
orientation and reflects little credit on the 
rabbi or the vulgar pressures of our environ- 
ment. But we shall be hearing much more of 
this need to “sell” Judaism and our Madison 
Avenue hevra will counsel us on both the 
“soft” and the “hard” sell. And thanks to the 
acceptance of circumcision as routine prophy- 
laxis by the Gentiles and the invention of Mr, 
Miller’s easily installed, almost collapsible, 
mikva, there will be few technical difficulties 
in the way. 

The idea of a full-blown Jewish missionary 
movement leaves me cold. There is a measure 
of cultural imperialism, if not spiritual hutzpa, 
involved in downgrading any man’s religion; 
and there is really no way of avoiding invid- 
ious comparisons in the process. I :daresay 
that some of the resentment of Asiatics toward 
the West is due to the feeling that Christian 
missionaries were dogmatically blind to the 
spiritual depths of the native eastern religions. 
Why should we Jews add to: this feeling, 
especially since we lack the compulsive moti- 
vation of the fundamentalist Christian; namely, 
the will to save the infidel and the heretic from 
certain damnation? 

JUDAISM IS peculiarly unexportable, It 


has been so completely involved with a way 
of life that once it is detached from the or- 
ganismic life of the Jew, it becomes something 
less and other than Judaism. We have been 
properly reluctant to. define God, or to distill 
the vast complex of the mitzvot into a creed. 
Our conversion ceremony for those who seek 
our 
family than an avowal of a creed. In the com- 
petition of faiths on the religious bourse, we 
are stuck by our history and the ineluctable 
nature of our faith, with the stance, “If you 
want to accept Judaism, you must live as a 
Jew. The profession will follow in the wake 
of the facts, as God became apparent to Moses 
only in retrospect.” 

Finally, we Jews have the challenge of in- 
ternal proselytizing which could occupy us com- 
pletely for the next hundred years. Think of 
the numbers of bauch-juden we might make 
into Jews by some nobler thrusting on than 
a preference for pumpernitkel and flanken. 
Think of the nationalists who have substituted 
Zionism for Judaism. And the greater number 
of Federation Jews who have made charity 
the sum and substance of their faith. Consider 
the large number of eager young agnostics, 
atheists and humanists who give Judaism a 
very wide berth because they confuse it with 
dogmatic creeds which cannot possibly fit into 
their philosophy. 

It would be a confession of reckless in- 
competence for any segment of the Jewish 
community to spend resources on proselytiz- 
ing the goyim while there is still so much to 
be done in making nominal, fractious and 
fragmentary Jews into whole Jews.

BOROCK—more correctly Borok—is a family name of 
biblical origin. It was adopted in deference to a biblical 
hero of the same name referred to in Judges, chapter 4 
verse 6. I am aware of one family in which this name 
was adopted because of its secondary meaning of “splendor, 
a flash of lightning.” You failed to indicate the family’s 
country of origin. The wrongly inserted “c” leads me to 
believe that it was Galicia as Germans usually reinforce 
a final “k” in this manner.

PEARLROTH: I would greatly appreciate it if 
you would let me know the meaning of the name Frau- 
wirth. My husband was born in Galiciaa—MRS. SIDNEY 
FRAUWIRTH, New Bedford, Mass. 
FRAUWIRTH—more correctly Frohwirth—is a family name 
attributable to a profession. The trade involved is that 
of an innkeeper (Wirth). When your ancestor applied for 
a permanent family name,in Austrian Galicia about 1789 
he may have impressed the members of the name com- 
mission with his cheerful manner—or perhaps it was 
opposite of cheerful. Anyway the name they bestowed 
on him wa@the Glad Host and that is what your name 
means.
